EXAMINATION OF TBACHERS.

The present mode of examining teachers
is not well calcalated to elicit what they
know, Six or eight questivos on gix or
eight branches of koowledze will not bring
out the latent knowledge of any mind.

Withont any desire to underrata the abil-
ity of County Superintendents to examine,
we wish merely in this article to show that
teachers are often marked too low. Perhaps
forty teachers are examined in one day, and
if each gets six questions, it will require two
hundred and forty questions to be asked and
proposed by a Superintendent, while six
questions will pot give margin enongh toar-
rive at any tolerable decision as to the mer-
its of each candidate.

We will illustrate by callinz up the spir-
its of Boerates, Virgil, Bacon, Newton, Vol-
taire, Webster, Adams and Benton, as a
class of teachers, and by holdicg an exami-
pation. Such a class ought to know a good
deal, but our questions will not elicit that
knowledge. We will proceed :—

Mr. Socrates, please state in what city
Homer, the post, was born? Answer—I
cannot tell.

Mr. Virgil, which is the highest city in
the world? Answer—I1 declare I don’t
know.

Mr. Bacon, where is the Blewfield river
and mud lake?

Mr. Newten, How many Papes have there
been, and who was the 41st? Answer—I
cannot answer.

Mr. Voitaire, on what day and in what

Aunswer—] am
not positive which.

Mr. Adams, on what day was the Pirale

Observing the character of the country,
the almost immeasurable extent of the coal
deposits, and the diversity of the rich pro-
ductions of the Lehigh valley, he foresaw the
establishinent of those extensive collieries, of
lines of transportation, and all the immense
traffic which time has developed. Here was
a field for the highest iuteiligence and the
most untiring encrgy. Accordiogly, in the
spring of 1883, when he was twenty-seven
vears of age, Asa Packer left his farm in
Susquehanna county, and permanently set-
tied himsei[in the Lehigh valley. His advent
into a region in which he was destined to
accomplish -850 much made ns stir. He
bronght to the new field but a few hundred
dollars. His capital lay lu his active mind,
stout heart, and strong arms, and in inJus-
trious and tbhrifty habits. His first and
second summers were employed in boating
coal from Mauch Chunk to Philadelphia, in
which he acted as master of bis own boat.
The energy which he displayed in this oc-
cuﬁntion brought him ‘to the notice of the
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company, and
he formed a connection with the company,
which was maintained for many years, great-
ly to bis advantage.

York. A similar shipping business was also |
done by them on the. Schuvikill, They |
were the first throngh tranSporters of coal to
the New York market, and it is a fitting re-
turn that the business shonld still continne |
to Le the largest item in the income of Asa
Packer, its projector. Thromgh his coal
mining operations he was brouzht inw eclose |
relations with the late Commodore Stockiwn, |
and between them there sprung up a warm
friendship—a friendship which provel of|
great value to Mr. Packer at a trying mo” |
ment when pushing forward to completion
the great enterprise of his life, the Lehigh
Valley Railroad.

Up to the year 1850, the transporiation of |
the coal of the Lehigh valley to market had |
been altogether by water, but the business
had now reached such a magnitude as, in
Mr. Packer’s judgment, to jastify the baild-
ing of a railroad along the banks of the Le- |
high river. Aceordingly he urged upon the
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company the
policy of bnilding a rond as a part of their
aystem of trapsportation.

It was embracel in the charter ol
the Delaware, Lehigh, Schuylkill and Sus-
gnehanna Railroad Company, incorporsted
April 21, 1846, The first survey was made
in *he fall of 1850. Not until the 4th of |
April, 1851, seventeen (days before the char- |
ter wonld have expired by its own limita-
tion, did Asa Packer take his place in the
board of manpagers.
